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ANOTIIEU FAMILY HOW.
Mr. Crane's lndlgnant statement puts

n now Issue squarely up to President
Taft. lf thls statement, probably not

purallelcd ln tho history of Amerlcan

dlplomacy, remains unlmpeached, the
President cannot accept Mr. Crano's
resignatlon wlthout leavlng behlnd the

general lmpresslon that hls appolntee
has been very shabblly treated.
Did President Taft tell Minister

Crano to go to all the public meet¬

lngs and dlnners he could? Dld ho

say: "Do not mlss any of them. and
when you go to one, lnslst on spcak-
inc and let them havo lt red-hot"?
Mr. Crane's fiat-footed statement car-

rles with lt the convlctlon that he dld.
Yet lt the President dld say thls, we

do not 6C-e how he can have any quar-

rel wlth Mr. Crane. If hls minister
was speciiically Instructed to "let thom
have lt red-hot,'' tho responslblllty for
tha red-hotness became the President's.
lf the mlnlster'a brief Intervlew ln
Washlngton before hls departure ls re¬

garded as exceediiig all bounds, then

"Icttlng them have lt red-hot," from
Mr. Taft's llpa, must be regarded as

havlng a far mllder meaning than the

phrase ¦usually carries. As to the
rest of Mr. Crane's statements, the un-

txplalned upsettlng of hls arranged
Itlnerary. the absence of Instructioim
from the State Department, the as-

toniahing Inaccessiblllty of the secre¬

tary. the repeated and unexplalned
breaklngs of engagt-ments, these dls-
closures, lf accurate, reveal a relatlon-

ehlp between the department and lts
new delegate which ls, to say the least,
extraordlnary. When any State de¬
partment has had to hear Its state¬
ments publlcly described by a late
contlde.ntlal agent ot hlgh authorlty aa

"inaccurate" and lts actlons "sensa¬
tional and Inconsiderate," we have not

the least Idea.
Apparently Mr. Taft's ability as a

great harmonlzer has been a good deal
overrated. Not to mentlon the sharp
split that has taken place ln hls
party since hls lnauguratlon, thla Is
the second serious brcak lnslde hls of¬
flclal farally within two months.
There ls uo doubt, of courae, that h.
has been in touch wlth Secretary
Knox, and very little that the secre-

tary's reconimendatlon here wlll be
promptly accepted. To stand by Mr.:
Crane would slmply bo to force out
Mr. Knox. But Mr. Crano's state¬
ment yesterday will havo to bo suc-

cessfully contioverted before the peo¬
ple wlll be dlsabused of the Idea that
he has most of the Justlce and loglc
and plaln hard ser.se on hls side of
the fence.

PEARY'S "PROOF."
When Dr. Cook returned out of the

tllent north clalining ihe discovery of
the pole and afllrmed that two Eskl¬
mos who had been with hlm would
corroborate hls story, Mr. Penry's ex-

asperated friends made no attempt to
conceal their'amusirnent. Corrobora;
tlon from two Esklmos! Could any-
tldng be more ridlculous and moro
thoroughly suspicious? Was there
sver a man who had vlslted tho far
north who dld not know that the tes¬
tlmony of Esklmos on a matter of
exploratlon wus utlerly and prepos-
terously worthless?
Now Mr. Peary, after many dellb-

erate days, asks us to belleve that Dr.
Cook Is boih llar and fool on tho
unsupported testlmony of theso same
two Esklmos. Plaln men every whero
wlll deslre to know why lf the word
of Itookishoo and Ahpelah ls totully
valueless on one slde of a contro¬
versy it is to be accepted as conclu-
sive and llnal on the other slde of the
game controversy,
The story o£ theso Eskimo boys,

whom Commander Peary has known
"from thelr chlldhood," proves hls llar
and "goldbrick" s\atementb thorough¬
ly. Indeed, lt teerr.s to prove them
¦i. little too thoroughly. These boys
declare that Cook* Instead of go¬
lng to tho pole, epent the months
t>f his absence frorn Etah lu a

meaninglc-ss zigaagglng ubout tlie
trackless nortbernmost landa. Instead
uf striklng for farthest north from
Cape Thomas Hubbard, as he hlmself
has stated, he "turned on his track and
btfgun to Ucictibe an aitnlesa and lr-
regulur circle wlilch was lo brlng liiin
back to Anoratok, hls startlng polnt
a year later.

Thla course the two lads
traced, Indtpt-ndently, wlth the utinost
ease and certainty on a. map of tho
Arctlc circle.

If the absurdlty of thls ls recognized,
'how could these two tako Peary's map,
posslbly tho flrst they had ever seen,
months afterward, and trace Cook's
whole journey upon It down to the
very polnt where ho found the duclt
eggs?

If Cook was so besottcd as to take
two wonderfully clovor and sclentlfl-

cally tralned Esklmos as observant
wltnesses of hls own Insane charla-
tanry. why, oh, why, would he leave
them full ln tho path of tho very man

'he'had most to fear of all on earth?
Would any man ln hls 8enBes plan
tho monumental Imposture of the
:nges with such certalnly of Immediate
and damnlng exposure?
Cook last nlght explalned the story

of the two Eskomls, as he has ex-

plalned lt before, hy saying that ho
had told them posltlvely not to tell

Peary that they had been to the pole.
iBut lot us rule out Cook's testlmony
for the moment. The story ls com-

plete, stralghtforward and appar-
ontly wlthout a flaw. We do not
questlon for one moment that Peary
believes lt -ninreservodly. But further
evldence wlll bo needed before the world
wlll put equal confldence In lt or follow
hlm to hls flnal estlmate of Cook.
Thls story reduces the whole contro-

versy to a slmple Issue of veraclty
between two Esklmos and Cook, and
that ls all that lt does do. Which
wlll the public belleve? Credence ln
the Esklmos' story presuppoaes two

points at which most thinklng people
wlll Immedlately shy. One ls that
these two unclvHlzed Northern Indians
possess a knowledge of geography far

superlor to that possessed by Amerlcan
youtha of thelr age, and that thelr
testlmony on geographic. matters ls
authorltative. The other ls that Dr.
Cook ls a madman. While we are pre-
ctipposlng. would lt not be at least as

easy to imaglno that the Esklmos
around Etah admire, look up to and

perhaps fear Peary; that they under¬
stood perfectly the nature of the rl¬
valry betweon hlm and Cook, percelved
what would be welcome to hlm to

hear, and, though hls questlonlng of
them was wlthout intimidatlon and
honuruble in every way, were loyally
happy to oblige?

FRIENDS OF THE TIP.
The offlclal answer to Mr, Howells's

pralse of tho tlplcsg hotel ln* London
Is the formailon of a Ileadwalters' As¬
sociation ln New York, which Intends
to do almost everythlng except urge
tlplessnesa. The Headwaiters' Asso¬
clatlon wlll start a tralnlng-school for
wuiters, where the correct methods of
bowlng and manipulatlng tureen.cov¬
ers wlll be carefully lnculcated.

It is a signlficant fact that
the public, however bltterly lt may
condomn tho tlpplng evll, '"complctcly
falls to support promlslng efforts to
abollsh lt. New York had a tlpless
barbor shop, started to flll a Bupposed-
ly vast demand; lt enjoyed far moro
free advcrtlalng than patronage, and
put up lts shuttera lnside of a year.
Our recollectlon ls that a tlpless ho¬
tel ln Now York went the same way,
Tho explanatlon is of course very
slmple. Most men are wllllng to tlp
ln order to secure a little advantage
ovor thelr fellows. What they really
object to ia the other fellows' tlpplng
ln order to Becuro a llttlo advantage
over them,
There Is only one posslble way to

put a stop to thls insidlous and spread-
Ing scourge, and that ls tlio way
adopted by most clubs. Servants must
bo absolutely forbldden to accept fees,
those breaklng this iron rule to be
dlsmlssed'forthwlth. But lt goes wlth¬
out saying that hotel proprletors and
others will never adopt such a sys¬
tem, to their own cost, untll tho peo¬
ple have shown that thelr demand
for lt ls something more than a vocl-
ferous pretense.

A troublesome query has become
popular in England: "Why ls a duke?"
While a majorlty ol the educated nnd
substantial people of the klngdom
dearly love thelr dukes, they appear
unable to answer the query satlsfac-
torlly. Among the dukes themsolvc-s
there ls unconcealed nervousness. They
hold vast estates by royal sufferance.
but few of the dukes mako any pre-
tense at extenslve farming. In some
cases violent clashes. between the un-
employed and tho keepers of the es¬
tates have occurred. In an effort to
remedy the evll tho Lloyd-George bud¬
get provided for a special scheme of
taxatlon: Thlg has been resented wlth
much show of temper by some of the
dukes. Not long ago a commlttee of a
football club applled to hls graco the
Duke of Buccleugh for the customary
contrlbutlon. He Is the greatest land
owner ln the klngdom and heretofore
gave a stated Fchedule of contribu¬
tlons. But he was furlous because of
the Lloyd-George budget and refused
to,, contrlbute to anythlng untll thc
"people" returned to the alleglance and
reverent attltude "due" to noblllty.
There'are those who predlct a great

pruning of government subsidles, to
Idle members of the peerage ln Eng¬
land. Both reason and humanlty are
back of the cry of tho people for op-
pprtunltles to till the estates and galn
bread. Tlie splrlt of democracy ia
abroad and there is a breaklng-down
of the anclent barriers which denied
lo the people equal opportunltles ln the
battle of exlstenco. "Why ls a duke?"
may suggost frlvolity In treating a
very serious matter; but, when one
comes to thlnk of it, why Is a duke.

case, ho couid not, accordln« to tha
laws governlng the soverelgn house ol
Roiuanoit. anu wlilch are known un¬
dcr the name of l-'amtly Slatutea, mar¬
ry Mias .uuijorle iiumd in any ouu-r
way than iiiorKanaucaliy, iu whloh
event she, aa woll us any chlidien
born to tne unlon, would be debarred
from any shard whatsoever ln 1ns U-
tic-s, honors and entalied property.Under ordlnary circumstancuo, as a
mprganatio wite, Hhe vvouid be baired
irom luo Kusslan court, and u she wereby a speciai act ot grace permltted to
aiteiid state function tii^-ro, .she wouid
be kept out of the room ln wlilcii lier
husband woujd have hls aiiotu-d place,wllli the other members of the im¬
perlal family, and wouid be reiegated
to another apartment, ulohg wltli thcordlnary jjuests. Poaatbly the cv.ar
mlght bestow upon her, as a morganat-ic wife. the title of countess. Butihat would not Improvo iier posltiun.she wouid still remaln a morganatlo.
or left-handed, cutisort, and the onlyadvaulagu wlilch she would derlvt-
froni the title wouid be that lt wouldshow that tlio marrlage iiad recelved
the sanction of tlie Czar.
This sanction is indlspensable to lts

legaiity, not only ln Russia, but also
abruaU. Any marrlage coruraeted byPrlnce Alexander witnout the consent,
pf the Emperor would be ipse factolinvalld, and the prlnce's bride would.in that event, ilnd herself ln the euulv-ocal position oi one who ls not even
a uiorgauulic wlfe, and therefore so-clally boycotted. Both she and the
prince wuuid likewise bo exiled fromRussia.

It is posslble, but not probable, that
the Emperor mlght give his permls-sion for a marrlage on a footing ol
equality, lf ihe prlnco made a com¬
plete and oillcial aSanddnmont ot" hisimperlal rank and perogatlves. as well
as of his place In the Une of successioii
to Uie crown, aurrendering his Orderof i=t. Andrew, and deseendlng to tho
ranks of the ordinary noblllty, But
this would bo too great sacritlce for
young Alexander Romanoffsky. lt was
an very well for Dorn Mlguel of Bru-
ganza to abandon his royal rank, and
to become a mere noblo as Duke of
Vizeu, in order to wed Miss Anita
Stewart. otherwlso than morganali-cally. For hls royaltv was, to saythe least, of a shadowy character, and
hls social standlng extremely ques-Honable, since he has not even anhonorary commisslon. in' the arniv of
Austria, the country ln which he was
born, and to which alone ho belongsThe sacrilice which Prlnco Alexander
would have to make would be of a far
moro serious and extenslve character,since the advantages enjoyed by a
member of tlie relgnlng house of Rus¬
sia, socially, offlcially, flnancially and
legally, both in the Czar's domlnions
and abroad, are Immense.

I should add that Prince AlexanderIs also In the line of successioii to thothrone of Bavarla, a fact not generull/known, and whleh the Almanach deGotha rc-fralns from mentionlng.In order to explain this, It is neces¬
sary to tell just who the prlnce ls.It may bo reca!le_d that Empress Jose-
phine, at the tlme of her unlon to Em¬
peror Napoleon, had two chlldren byher former marrlage to the Vlcomtude Beauharnais, who lost hls life as aRoyallst, by the gujllotlne. Napoleonadopted these two chlldren. the girlHortense, becomlng the wlfe of hUbrother, KIng Louls of Holland. aiicl
mother of Napoleon III.. and of thelato Due do Morny, while the son
Eugeno, was endowed wlth the title
of prlnce. the rank of hlghness, was
appolnted Vlceroy of italy by the Em¬
peror, and on hls marrlage to Princess
Augusta, oldest daughter of the lirstKing of Bavarla, -was Invested hy thelatter wlth the dlgnltv of Duke of
I.euchtenberg, Prlnce of Eichstaodt, as
well as with the predleate of royalhlghness. It was likewise decreed bv
tho Klng of Bavarla, wlth the sanction
of all the agnatos of hls house, that
Prlnce Eugeno and hls chlldren should
rank Immedlately after the relgnlngfamily, and that In the event of the
e'xtlnetlon of the relgnlng dynaaty of
Wlttelsbach ln tlie male line, ihe" de-
scendants of Prlnco Eugene and of hls
cont-ort, Princess Augusta, should be
regarded as the next helrs to tho crown
of Bavarla. As tho Wlttelsbachs are
very numerous, thero ls very llttlo
llkellhood ol the descendants of Prince
Eugeno, among whom ls Prlnce Alex¬
ander Romanoffsky, ever being called
upon to aticend the throne now belngoccupied in namo only by the dement-
ed Klng Otto.

Slr,.i.et us hope that tho weak op-
p6sltlon uf the Republlcan party in
the present campaign may not foster
tlio idea that no reforms aro neces-
sary ln the government of the Stale
of Virginia, and that faulta euspeeted
or revealed' are not to be investignted
or corrected. Tliere wa.s a difference
of opinion umong Democrats as to tlie
need for a revislon of the Constitu¬
tlon, but lf the party contlnues to pro-
ceed as if/ the new Constltution ls
perfect and the laws need no amend¬
ments, then wlll the discontent and
Indlfferenco of lts members be Increas¬
ed. The meagre vote at the prlmarles
ln the last few years means dlsap-
proval of candldates or of party.
There are i-juestlons of great Import¬

ance that must be dlscussed und set-
tled, among them a State prlmary
law, reform In the tax laws, salaries
for county ofllcial't, instead of fees and
conunissioiiM. Strunge to aay, it ls
dlillcult to ascertain what Its offlclals
land boai'da cost any county, but in
Albemarle the amount must be at least
$20,000 a year, or HO per cent. of the
annual revenue.
The Corporatlon Commisslon. ondow-

ed wlth great powers by the Consti¬
tutlon, is freely crlticlzed for allow-
lng the railroads to ralse thelr pas-
senger rates at a tlme when they
were very prosperoua: for lts Inactlon
an<j Impotence, especlally ln the Val¬
ley. although the Unlted States Su¬
preme Court has uphold tho States ln
thelr clalm to the rlght to regulate the
corporatlons they creato und llcense
bv charter.
Tho provlslon for tho pnyniont of the

poll tux as a condltlon of votlng has
not resulted ln the full payment of that
tax, but has taken the, vote away
from about half the whlte. men other-
wlse ciualltled; lt has, put us bacle to
